HISTORIC NOTES. 

News of the Family of a Famous 
Weymouth Boy of Interest To 
Many. 

A number of the older people of Wcj- 
mouth w ill be interested In the news just 
come from England of the death of 
Colonel Victor Van dc Weyer, who may 
be claimed as kinsman by at least two 
Weymouth families. Colonel Van der 
Weyer was the grandson of Weymouth’s 
noted sdn, Joshua Bates who, bom to a 
very modest heritage, achieved fame and 
International prominence as the American 
partner iu the great English house of 
Baring Brothers of London. 

His munificence made the Uostou 1 ’tiblic 
Library possible, and Bates hall bears 
him honor. He never forgot his Wey- 
mouth connections, and, as the saying is, 
was “good" to them all. He was especi- 
ally proud to bestow the advantages of 
European society and travel upon bis 
young relatives, the brilliant Weston 
women. Mr. Bates died during the war 
times, in 1834 . 

Of Mr. Bates two children, the son, a 
young Greek god in appearance, was ac- 
cidently killed in the hunting Held. A 
very beautiful marble bust of him is one 
of the treasurers of the oid Cow ing house 
and it is hoped will sometime tlud a place 
in the library. The daughter became the 
wife of Baron Sylvaiu Van der Weyer, 
for many years the Belgian minister in 
London, and the trusted friend and con- 
fidant of Queen Victoria’s beloved uncle, 
Leopold, King of the Belgians, auil her 
early adviser and guardiau. From this 
fact the Van de Weyers became closely 
associated with the young Queen who 
constantly visited them. The site on 
which the'r superb home iu Windsor For- 
est, was given them by Queen Victoria. 
She was sponsor for and named the baby, 
Victor, just deceased, and held him at the 
font. It is interesting to note that 
Colonel Van de Weyer’s wife is the aunt 
of the present Lady Craven, formerly 
Miss Bradley Martin of New York 

The extended notice of Col. Van der 
Weyer in the Spur, speaks of his position 
as a valued oillcer of the British army, 
and also of his great collection of pictures, 
among them a flue one of Washington by 
Gilbert Stuart, especially treasured by his 
graudfather Joshua Bates. Another pic- 
ture of American interest is a three-quar- 
ter length of Franklin, painted during his 
mission to England. Mr. Bates presented 
a copy of this to Harvanl College. 

A little memento of Joshua Bates is a 
pretty mosaic brooch brought back by the 
Westons for Mrs. Hauuali Fifleld, now in 
the library.

KEEPING A PIANO IN TUNE. 

gj se All the Keys Every Time the In- 
strument Is Played. 

The trained musician has little trou- 
ble in keeping Ills piano In excellent 
tune. But the amateur pianist who 
lust plays little snatches of Ibis anil 
Hint soon finds that some of the keys 
are in much better tune tlijg) others. 

The fault Is not uhvays'f hat of the 
plnno tuner, nor Is It always due to tho 
fact thnt the piano has been exposed to 
dampness or left lu a strong druft of 
air. Usually Jt Is because the amateur 
player doesn't use every key when ha 
plays. Tho musician who plays merely 
for Ills own benefit and who Is far 
from being a skilled pianist discovers 
that he plays better in some one key, 
und consequently be selects all his 
music from that key. The I rue musi- 
cian plays all keys and has no prefer- 
ence for any particular one. 

If for any length of time we play al- 
most entirely in one key tho notes 
which are not used are bound to pro- 
duce a different sound from those 
which are used constantly. 

The skilled musician runs his lingers 
lightly over the whole keyboard before 
starting any piece, thus bringing all 
the notes into action. But the clumsy 
amateur usually starts without the 
slightest pretense of a prelude or call- 
ing forth the different tones of the 
piano. No piano can be expected t# 
keep long In perfect tune unless every 
key Is used about as much as every 
other key. The well modulated instru- 
ment is the one whose notes all see 
equal amounts of service. 

The piano, like the voice, must bo 
evenly used to he perfect. Any one 
who talks In a high pitched voice and 
only culls forth the high tones of his 
throat cuunot expect to talk in a low, 
well modulated voice when he never 
uses the low, soft strains. A cheap 
piano well taken care of will sound 
better If played by a musician who 
uses all the keys than a higher priced 
one which Is only allowed to produce 
the tones of the single key which tho 
amateur player can read best.— New 
York A ineri< uii

WASHING THE EYES. 

Also How to Shut Thom to Keep Out 
Soapy Water. 

I» is a cummin thing to screw one's 
eye* up ns tightly ms possible when 
washing. in order that the soap shall 
not get in*.i one's eyes. Minty of us 
•cmetiibcr. especially when children are 
concerned, how much a strong soap 
sinnrts when the suds stent under Hie 
pycllds. 

\Ve should never get soap In our eyes 
If wo closed them naturally, ns In sleep. 
The eyelid Is nil absolute protection. 
Certainly no soapsuds can penetrato 
Ibe membrane, and equally certainly 
i lie way in which the eyelashes cover 
Itie actual Joint make It Impervious. 
The eye. when closed in sleep, Is light 
proof, a much greater test of being 
stmt than the ability to sited soapy 
waiter. 

On the other hand, when we screw- 
up our eyes tightly, which Is done by 
contracting the muscles of the eyebrow 
and the upper check, a number of 
creases are formed down which the 
soapsuds trickle, and (lie eye, which 
seetus so tightly shut. Is really more 
open to annoyance. The more tightly 
the eye is held, however, the more does 
the lower lid force tip the protecting 
eyelashes of the upper lid and thus 
prevent the watershed thnt the natu- 
rally closed eye makes. 

lu modern city life, where there Is so 
much dust, the eye should be washed 
every day. The trick of opening one's 
eyes uuder water, which every good 
sw immer knows, i nn be easily done In 
an eyeglass, or. for that matter, In on 
ordinary basin. To put the face down 
hi clear cold water and open and shut 
the eyes once or twice not only will 
give it feeling of freshness, but for 
those who use their eyes a great deal 
It will be found a great preventer of 
eye strain. 

In washing out the eye, however, It 
is necessary to he careful. Soapy wa- 
ter should never be used, as In most 
soaps there are chemicals of a drying 
niul alkaline character, which are ex- 
cessively Injurious to the eye. — Wash- 
ington Tost.

You can 
estimate Its novelty by the amount of 
fineness a play contains, for the com- 
mon lit life, like the poor, Is always 
with us and can never seem novel. 
Only the line registers with the empha- 
sis of novelty. People go to the theater 
not to see life as It Is, but as they wish 
it were. The theater's business is to 
present not life, hut the illusion of life.

AN ACT Itri.ATlVK TO ItKI’ORTK ANI ltl- 
COIt 1)8 Of Minus. 

Be it enact.nl, etc., us follows : 

Suction 1 Physicians and midwife* 
shall, within forty-sight hours after the 
birth of every child in eases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the birth occurred, a notice stating 
the date and place of the birth, giv ing the 
street and number, if any, the number of 
a ward in a city and the family name. 
Failure to mail or deliver the said notice 
shall be punished by a Hue not exceeding 
twenty-live dollars for each ollence. The 
notice required by this section need not 
he given if the notice required by the fol- 
lowing section is given within forty-eight 
hours after the birth occurs. 

Suction 2. Physicians and midvvives 
shall make and keep a record of the birth 
of every child in eases of which they are 
in charge and shall, within fifteen days 
after the birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the birth occurred, a report of Hie 
birth, stating the date and place, the name 
if any, of the child, its sex and color, aud 
the names, ages, places of birth, occupa- 
tions and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there he any aud the 
number of the ward in a city, the maiden 
name of the mother, and whether or not 
the physician or midwife signing the birth 
return personally attended the birth. If 
tiie child is illegitimate, the name and 
other fact- relating to the father shall 
not lie stated except at tiie request in 
writing of both the father and mother 
tiled with the return. The record to lie- 
kept by tiie physician or midwife, as above 
provided, shall also contain the facts 
hereby required to be reported to tiie city 
or towu clerk. Tiie fee of the physician 
or midwife shall be twenty-live cents for 
every birth -o repotted, which -hall be 
paid by the city or tow n where the report 
is made, upon presentation to tiie city or 
tow n treasurer of a certificate from the 
city or town clerk -luting that the said 
birth has been properly report el to him. 
The report required to he made by this 
section i- in addition to tiie report re- 
quired to be made by the preci ding sec- 
tion, aud a- above provided, if made with 
in forty-eight hours of the birth, tiie re- 
port rtqtiircd by the preceding section 
-hall not he required. A physician or 
midwife who neglects to make aud keep 
the record hereby required, or who neg- 
lects to report iu tiie manner specified 
above, each birth within fifteen days 
thereafter shall for, each offence forfeit a 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. 
The city or town clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of health a 
list of all birth- reported to him, giving 
tiie following fact- : date of birth, sex, i 
color, family name, residence, ward, phy- ;

A most delightful autumn dainty is 
baited pearB. Wash and peel the pears 
a, 'd lav them in a bak- 
ing dish, cover with wa- 
ter. butter and lemon 
juice, using the mixture 
to baste them during the 
baking. Serve when 
brown, and tender. Asa 
fh. vegetable to serve with 

. v_ <R 1 meats or as a dessert 
with whipped cream 
there could be nothing 

more tasty. 

Stuffed Peart. — Take firm pears and 
remove rores. Steam until tender, 
then fill the centers with whipped 
cream, mixed with chopped dates, can- 
died cherries or nuts. 

Pear Salad. — Peel nice, ripe pears 
cut in halves, remove the core, then 
roll in chopped nuts, lay fiat-side down 
on head lettuce, place a large spoon- 
ful of mayonnaise at the side and 
serve well chilled with toasted cheese 
erackers. 

Pears sliced and mixed with celery 
and nuts with a boiled dressing and 
half the quantity of tart apple makes 
another good salad combination. 

Stuffed Green Peppers. — Cut the 
stem ends from six green peppers, re- 
move white fiber and seeds, scald five 
minutes and drain. Mix one cupful 
of bread crumbs with three table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, one cup- 
ful of tuna fish, salt, a dash of lemon 
Juice and stock to moisten slightly. 
Fill the poppers, place In a buttered 
pan with half a cupful of hot water 
to bake slowly half an hour. Serve 
with a cream sauce and triangles of 
buttered toast. 

Creamea Oysters. — Take three doz- 
en oysters, parboil in their own liquor 
until they ruffle, then drain. Place a 
cupful of cream and a half cupful of 
milk in a double boiler. When the 
mixture is hot add a tablespoonful of 
butter and two of flour, well mixed, 
season with snlt and pepper: cook un- 
til thick. Fill ramekins with this 
mixture and the oysters; cover with 
a piece or two of hard cooked egg and 
a spoonful of buttered crumbs. Prown 
in the oven. The egg may be used ns 
a garnish on top of the browned 
crumbs Just as it goes to the table, 
with a bit of parsley as a finish.

Thay Were Famous Functions When 
the Artist Was In Funde. 

An Invitutton to one of Mr. Whistler's 
"brenkfnsts” wns prized by mnny per 
nous almost us much ns a royal com- 
mand, more by some. Mr. Whistler 
brought together about bis dainty, long, 
narrow breakfast table In Its long, 
narrow room with pale yellow washed 
walls a symposium of those persons In 
London most noted for wit or endowed 
with rare original talent of some kind. 
Sprinkled here and there for the sake, 
no doubt, of half tones were others 
whose chief quullffcatiou was the pow- 
er of chastened nml judicious apprecia- 
tion. 

These symposiums were held by 
Whistler in his splendid studio, 33 Tlte 
street, at present the studio of Snrgent. 
Whistler did not steadily occupy that 
place, which a depleted treasury some 
times caused him to forsnke tempora 
rily.

CREMATION IN INDIA. 

The Brahman's Funeral Pyre and the 
Ceremony of Burning. 

After t lie body of a Brahman has 
been anointed with sesumum oil the 
big toes are hound together and the 
two thumbs. It is then lashed to a lit- 
ter made of two long parallel poles, to 
which are fastened seven transverse 
pieces of wood The shroud Is very 
simple, a large piece of clot li wrapped 
round the body nml bound with ropes 
of straw. If the dead Brahman leaves 
a will his face Is not covered: other 
wise the shroud Is brought up over the 
head 

The burning ground, or ghat. Is usu 
ally near a river that those who have 
taken part in the ceremonies may puri- 
fy themselves as quickly and as easily 
as possible Before erecting the fti 
nenil pyre a shallow pit is dug and 
partially tilled with dry wood; t lie body 
is covered with splinters of dry wood 
ami sprinkled with paiichagaria, an In- 
flammable liquid, and placed on the 
pyre and covered with branches uud 
roots, like a hut. 

The nearest relative or heir then 
takes a lighted taper and sets tire to 
the four comers of the pile and leaves 
at once to perform the ceremony of 
purilli utlou. The carriers, lielng of the 
lowest caste, remain until the body is 
entirely consumed.— Westminster Gu 
zette.

They 
have laid a trap for him, and lie will , 
very likely walk into it.” 

"What nap?" 

“As to that, if I give information I 
must be paid for it. I don't save a 
man's life for nothing.” 

Luigi tried in vain to get from Gio- 
vanni the method of procedure of the 
police to trap the murderer, but fail- 
ed. Luigi, who knew who was the 
murderer, went to him and told him 
what he had heard. It was agreed 
that Giovanni should be paid 500 lire 
for the secret. Giovanni refused to 
deal with any one except the person 
most concerned, but consented to tell 
things to prove tlmt on bis informa- 
tion depended the safety of the crim- 
inal. This frightened the latter, and, 
knowing that Giovanni hud robbed his 
muster and had been protected from 
punishment by the society of criminals, 
he felt it would be safe to trust him. 
He therefore agreed to meet him and 
hear what lie had to suy. 

When the two met Giovanni demand- 
ed his pay before giving the informa- 
tion. Criminals do not keep tbelt 
money long, ami the murderer, whose 
1 name was Andrea Cuvelli, could raise 
only a part of the sum agreed upon. 
Giovanni accepted it on condition that 
Cuvelli would give his note for the 
rest, stipulating wlmt the payments 
were for. Cuvelli balked ut this for j 
awhile, but when Giovanni reminded i 
him that he himself was a criminal | 
and lmd applied through Luigi for 
membership in the Society For Mutual 
Criminal Protection he consented and 
signed tile note tilled in as Giovuuiil 
desired. 

The lirst installment having been 
paid Giovanni said the police know 
that Cuvelli was the murderer of Fran- 
celU, but had nothing except oral tes 
tlmony against him. which would lie 
frowned down at the trial by members 
of the Society For Mutual Protection. 
The government lmd therefore secured 
the services of a woman, who was to 
enthrall Cuvelli and secure evidence 
that could not be suppressed by 
threats. All Cuvelli hud to do to keep 
himself safe was to beware of any 
woman who seemed disposed to favor 
him. Iiut Giovanni declared tliut as 
soon us the police hud found the proper 
pcrsoii for the decoy he would know It 
and would communicate it to Cuvelli. 

The day after this arrangement hud 
been made a party of the carabinieri 
arrested Cuvelli, and the officer who 
commanded it was Giovanni. 

He had been instructed by the gov- 
ernment to track the murderer of 
Fraucelll and for the purpose had 
made the acquaintance of I.uigi. The 
position of butler had l»eeu given him 
by Murelli with the understanding 
that lie was of the carabinieri and 
that the robbery of his master was 
faked. In this way he gained the con- 
fidence of the criminals and succeeded 
in securing tin* written evidence need- 
1 ed to convl' t the murderer, for the 
| note Cuvelli lmd given him was held 
| to Lie taiitumouut to a confession. 

Cuvelli was brought to trial, and a 
number of bis friends were in court 
expecting to terrify witnesses They 
had no opportunity. 


MODERN WIRE ROPE. 

Mathematical Praciaion Rule* Every 
Proceee In Ita Making. 

Although wire rope lias been used as 
it mechnnical appliance for almost 5.660 
years, It Is commonly regarded ns a 
modern Invention During the tunny 
years which have elapsed since the 
first records of Its use wire rope tins 
passed from a crude to n highly (level 
oped product, nml the purposes for 
which It Is employed have Increased a 
thousandfold In no other branch of 
the American steel Industry Is there so 
groat a Oemniwl for mntcrlnl of proved 
Integrity, for tt might be snfely sag 
gestod that wire rope Is born to be 
abused. It Is subjected to tremendous 
tensile strains; It must withstand con 
stant bendings, abrasion, corrosion nml 
the peculiar internal stress produced by 
vibration. 

Wire rope as It Is made today Is the 
product of the metallurgist and theme 
chnntc. Every process, from the smelt 
tug of the ores, t lie cold drawing of the 
wire and tlte heat treatments It re 
eelves down to the stranding or laying 
up of the cable, Is conducted with 
mathematical precision. 

The chemist secs that only steel of 
the proper analysts is used; the electric 
pyrometer Insures uniformity of heat; 
treatment In various testing machines 
clearly develops the worth of the prod- 
uct before It Is allowed to leave the 
mill. Wire rope Is used in the mine 
shafts more than n mile in depth, nnd 
may lie found on aeroplanes which sail 
n mile or more above the ground. — 
Technical World. 

The Norwegian Coetume. 

It Is at church In Norway that the 
national costume Is best seen. In tlw 
north the women wear short dark 
gowns, with fringed handkerchiefs 
tied becomingly over their curly fall 
hair, black ones for the matrons nnd 
white ones for maidens. In the south 
the old Norwegian dress is often worn. 
It consists of a short dark petticoat, 
with a stripe of blight colors, a full 
while blouse and a red bodice heavily 
embroidered, while on Sundays a quail 
tlty of silver pins and chains nre mid 
ed. The headdress varies according to 
the occasion and the wearer's social 
condition. The girls wear Jaunty red 
caps, the married women a coif made 
of many folds of starched white linen, 
plaited over a wooden frame, and a 
bride wears a high metal crown curl 
ously chased nml set with Jewels

IJi'iiteimnt Wiekorshatn, in command 
of I he 1 'idled Stales gunboat /.no ^ 
Taylor, cruising in the Malay arehi- ( 
l'elago. received a wireless order from ,, 
the admiral to look out for a pirate t 
vessel that had been doing a lot of > 
damage to shipping in the South china < 
sea. No well defined location for the * 
pirate was given, since It was not 1 
known. Probably the order was sent 1 
to every l idled States vessel cruising ' 
in that region. 

Tile second day after receipt of the 
order the watch on the Taylor report- 
ed to the otlleer of the dock that a ship 1 
was to lie seen on the starboard quttr- I 
ter. She was changing her course 
very frequently. She did not look at , 1 
all like a pirate, Imt on account of her ! 
mysterious actions the watch thought 1 
It Ids duty to report her. 

The commander of the Taylor order ' 1 
I ed the ship's course changed toward 
the vessel in question. No sooner had 1 
litis been done than the other exhibit 
ed a clean pair of heels, evidently in ' 
lliglit. When the gunboat came close ' 
enough to the fugitive to discern what 
she was like Wickersliam was sur- 
prised to see a very ordinary looking 
vessel, as unlike a pirate as possible, 
i There were no ports for guns or any 
other evidence of a capacity for light- 
ing. About dusk the stranger ran 
close into shore. She was slid too far 
for those on the gunboat to see wlmt 
was doing on board of her, hut since

He had found the vessel deserted. 
On her wore nil sorts of plunder, show- 
ing that she was undoubtedly a pirate, 
i There wns no cargo unless about a 
thousand barrels of oil might he con- 
sidered such, hut it seemed rather that 
this might have been for fuel. And yet 
the furnace was constructed for coal, 
of which there was a scant supply. 

Wickersliam was puzzled. Never laid 
lie heard of a pirate miarnied, un- 
manned. before.

So he turned in, leaving the executive j 
otlleer in charge. 

When the lirst faint light appeared in 
the cast the commander was awak 1 
cited to lie informed that the pirate had 
disappeared. Jumping out of Ids bunk. 1 
. he put on a dressing gown and slip 
pet's and hurried on deck. The vessel j 
certainly was not where she hail been ! 
the night before, Imt the day had 
broken, and the man in the crow's nest 
I'cpnrtc l hoi- or a vessel very like her 
on the horizon. Wiekersliain, after 
' bringing a glass to hear on her, pro | 
notiueed her the pirate and gave orders 
to get up the anchor and make chase 
Immediately. 

The pirate was standing eastward 
along (he tenth parallel of latitude, ev- 
idently making for the open sea. The 
gunboat managed to keep her in sight 
and make a small gain. During tin- 
day the lieutenant made inquiries 
among the crew to learn if any one had 
heard any sound during the night. One 
man said that lie fancied lie had heard 
an anchor chain being carefully slip 
ped through a hawse pipe. He had 

* called tlie attention of the otlleer of the 
deck to it. hut since tlie otlleer hud 

' ln-ard nothing himself he paid in> at 
tent Ion to the man's report. Nevertlie 
less Wiekersliain made up his mind 
that the pirate had slipped her nic hor 
and sailed away without It. 

The mystery worked on the men. 

* some of whom were ignorant aud sii 

r permit lous, and knots were constantly 
gathering to discuss the strange craft, 
the opinion being occasionally expies 
t ed that the ship was a phantom. But 
I tills did not reach the ears of the emu 
launder, who would have taken mt-aii- 
.* to quash It. 

* During the du\ a wireless message 
i was dashed by the admiral asking if 

the Taylor had seen anything of the 
I pirate. Wickersliam asked for iufor 
mat ion as to the* vessel that he was or 
i lered to capture. The answer was 
that the admiral hud no description of 
t her. It bad been reported tb it several 
i vessels due ut Chinese ports had not 
come In. The weather bad liecn line; 

1 therefore ihcre was no suspicion that 
they had been wrecked by storm It 


had boon reported that one Dixon, nn 1 1 
Englishman, who was known to ho ft 
pirate, had bought a vessel at Canton, 
and It waa supposed that lie had titled 
her tip for piratical purposes. It looked 
as If lie had captured the missing vos 
sels aud sunk them with all on hoard. 

Tills information did not relieve i 
Wlekersha in's perplexity. If the vos 
sel lie was chasing wns the one Dixon 
had purchased, how had ho been able to 
enptui'o ships, plunder them and sink 
them without any armauient ? Never 
tlieless that this had been done was I 
evident from the valuables found on - 
the deserted tmnrmcd ship which was 
now fleeing before the Taylor. 

Toward i lit* dose of the so -olid day 
of the chase the island of Formosa was 
sighted, and Wiekersliain began to fear 
that Ills prey would escape him by put 
ting into some Indentation or Inlet 
along the Formosan coast. The com 
mander of the fugitive vessel ran to 
within a few miles of shore, but did 
not put ill, evidently waiting for dark 
in order that liis pursuer might not bo 
able to see him when hi* left the opt u 
water. However, reaching a conven 
iont point for hiding, he ran into it 
while theft' was still sullidetit light for 
Wickersliam to set* him. 

The fact of his doing so sol the lieu 
tenant thinking. Might, she not have 
paused in her lliglit. when she could 
have kept on. for a purpose? The fact 
that so many vessels hml disappeared 
I suggested that the pirate lntd some 
newfangled device for wrecking them. 
Might she not come out during tin* 

! night and practice It on the Taylor? 

As soon as it was dark, taking a po- 
sition off where tlie pirate laid put in. 
Wiekersliain dropped his anchor and 
ordered every light on the ship put 
out. lie would not even permit a lamp 
to he left burning, though covered, lie 
resolved to remain awake during the I 
night, ready for any emergency. 
However, about midnight, becoming 
drowsy, he went to sleep In a ham- 
mock, having given orders to he called 
should anything unusual occur. About 
2 o'clock he was awakened and told 
that voices had been heard near the 
gunboat. Springing up, lie went on 
deck and listened. His hearing was j 
very acute, and he was sure that lie j 
heard a sound of oars which had 
been imperfectly lnuilled. He ordered 
n gun to he loaded on each ol' the four 
quarters, ready to he tired. Some of 
Ids subordinates wondered vvliat lie 
expected t>» shoot at. while the more 
superstitious of the crew began to fear 
that there was something supernatural 
about. 

But tlie lieutenant ordered every 
man to keep perfectly silent' and re- 
mained on watch himself. When the 
lirst ray of light came lie descried a 
boat pulling directly toward the Tay- 
lor.

whom lie was tried and sentenced to ^ 
be hanged as a spy. 

As a last resource lie sent to the plan- 
tation to learn if Fltzljugli Griggs 
was there and If he would not Inter- 
cede for him. Griggs bad commanded 
a Georgia regiment, hud been wounded 
and was at home recovering from Ids 
wound. He declined to interfere to 
save Lieutenant Hastings until ills 
wife and Olivia begged so bard that he 
should do so that lie at last consented.

During the balance 
of the war, t bough it was hut a few 
months, lie was subject to a terrible 
. temptation. The more he endeavored 
to treat Olivia with apparent indifl'er- 
ence (lie more difficult became his po 
sition. At last ho said to her: “If j 
' your father knew of our relationship 
! he would doubtless consider that 1 
was acting a dishonorable part. My 
' life is in his hands. We do not know 
hut that he would send me hack to | 
the authorities to meet tlie doom of a 
spy.”

When Mr. !>ang and Ins associate, 
-Tames P. Chapin, arrived in Africa 
they first established headquarters at 
Stanleyville, with an equipment inclnd , 
ing 11 tons of supplies, which they 
packed into loads of (10 pounds each 
for transportation over tin* trail lead 
ing into the forest With the assist- 
ance of the Belgian government the 
explorers secured 200 native porters

"The women are slightly smaller 
than tlie men,’ he said, “and their 
clothing consists chiefly of the hark of 
African trees They usually speak the 
language of the tribe they happen to 
associate with, and the little people 
are ruled by their own chieftains 
Live in Leafy Bowers. 

Some of their places of abode are 
formed by bowers of large leaves In 
the depths of the forest Others imi- 
tate the tribes or nearby natives and 
build their huts 1 Their villages are 
apart from each other Once in a 
while they have a clash with the 
larger native irihes, but generally are 
not considered quarrelsome. 

Most of the natives are fond of mu- 
sic and dancing, and some of the 
tribes possess very elaborate musical 
instruments Those Include antelope 
horns and wooden horns covered with 
animal skins and are used for cere- 
monial and other dances " 

The natives also use wooden and 
iron clappers and iron rings upon their 
ankles, which make an odd sound dur- 
ing the dance. Some of the dances 
are (he ceremonial, In which they’ 
initiate the natives into the secret 
societies, and the medicine man dance. 
The explorer said in response to a 
question that lie had not seen any evi- 
dence of cannibalism, but he added:

The Retail of Three Week*’ Trial of 
the Mauachatetts Headlight Rega- 
lation. 

A grem deal of Interest ha-* been aroused 
by the new regulation of the Ma««achu- 
sctt» Highway Commission, which pro- 
hibits the use of automobile headlights 
which throw out dazzling rays more 
than 3j feet above the ground on a level 
road 50 feet or more ahead of the auto- 
mobile. 

At a recent test of more than thirty de- 
vices attached to automobile lamps, held 
in the rooms of the Massachusetts Auto- 
mobile Club of Boston, at which many 
judges of Massachusetts courts, including 
Chief Justice Aiken ol the Massachusetts 
Superior court, were present, It was tin- 
opinion of practically every one present 
that not more than four or live of the de- 
vices exhibited satisfied the requirements 
of the rule relating to tin* elimination of 
tlie dazzling rays, and at the same time 
left enough light to distinguish a substan- 
tial object 150 feet ahead of the automo- 
bile. 

Olllcers Blake and Maguire of the Bos- 
ton Police department, realizing the diffi- 
cultles in interpreting the regulation, de- 
cided to summon to court users of sev- 
eral of the devices for the purpose of 
making a test of the reasonableness of 
the regulation, and securing some form 
of judicial expression regarding it. 

Charles S. Cook, Jr. of Newton was the 
first defendent. Mr. Cook had the lenses 
of Ids lamps ground from the top to a 
point three quarters of of an inch below 
the center. He was represented by Wil- 
liam A. Thibodeau, General Counsel of 
the Automobile Legal Association. After 
the olllcers had testified that the rays of 
light from Mr. Cook’s lamps were blind- 
ing, Mr. Thibodeau raised the novel point 
that the regulation does not prevent the 
use of lamps which throw out blinding 
rays, and contended that the officers must 
satisfy the court that the lamps gave out 
dazzling rays 3$ feet above the ground, 
ami the officers seemed puzzled as to 
whether they hail been blinded or dazzled 

Mr. Thibodeau contended that the dill', 
erencu between a blinding aud a dazzling 

I 

ray Is illustrated by the use of the com- 
mon street arc lamp and the ground glass 
globe; that the rays from such a lamp 
were not dazzling to the casual observer, 
but if looked at long enough might have n 
blinding effect, and for that reason street 
arc lamp globes a few years ago were 
changed from plain to ground glass for 
the purpose of doing away with the daz- 
zling effects of plain glass. 

Judge Palmer of the Box bury District 
Court, who heard the case, after looking 
up the definitions iu a well known diction- 
ary, adopted the distinction raised by 
counsel and found the defendent not 
guilty. 

This decision settles at least one point, 
namely, that no dazzling ray can come 
from ground glass or from lenses wholly 
ground, and Is In keeping with the opinion 
of an expert from New York, who, in ad- 
dressing those present at the meeting 
above referred to, said no dazzling ray 
could come from ground glass. 

It cannot be said, however, that auto, 
mohllists can solve their troubles by us- 
ing ground glass lenses only, for unless 
the lamps are powerful the grinding of 
the lenses will so reduce the light rays 
that a substantial object cannot be seen 
the required 150 feet ahead of the automo- 
bile. Many have found this difficulty and 
solved it by grindiug a little more than 
the upper half of the lenses, but it Is said 
that occasionally there may come a daz- 
zling ray from the bright surface of the 
parabola at the bottom of the lamp, as 
well as from the top, so that the whole of 
the lenses must be ground, after which) 
if there is not enough light to comply 
with the regulation requiring one to dis- 
tinguish a substantial object 150 feet 
ahead of the automobile, hut deficiency In 
light may be made up by using the more 
powerful nitrogen bulbs now on the mar 
ket. 

The rcaspu that so many of the devices 
tested at the rooms of the Massachusetts 
Automobile club have failed Is probably 
due to the fact that there are almost as 
many varieties of automobile lamps as 
| there are automobiles, each manufacturer 
trying to make his lamp distinctive iu de- 
sigu for the obvious advertising ic-sults 
which follow. To this variety of lamps 
is due the fact that no one device lias yet 
been perfected which can be attached to 
all cars with any degree of certaiuly that 
it will meet the requirement of the Massa- 
chusetts regulation. This difficulty will 
doubtless soon be solved by reason of the 
fact that the society of Automobile En- 
gineers has adopted the regulation of the 
Massachusetts- Highway Commission as a 
standard n quimm-ut, which will result 
iu the manufacture of lamps that will con- 
form to the requirement without the at- 
tachment of any device With the multi- 
plicity of devices it is probably true tha*, 
with the exception# of acetlyue lamps, 
some device or method cau be used which 
w ill enable any one substantially to com- 
ply with the regulation. 

Nuu-rt sldeuis of Massachusetts should 
remember that the regulation applies to 
all automobiles operated in Massachusetts 
whether registered in Massachusetts or iu 
any other state

When Gasoline Runs Low. 

In Farm and Fireside is nu ingenious 
suggestion for autoists whose gasoline 
has run so low that they have trouble 
in hill climbing. 

One sometimes is caught out with u 
low supply of gasoline through having 
to make long detours to avoid bad 
roads or Thoiii other causes. The sup- 
ply cau he made to stretch over this 
emergency by adding denatured alco- 
hol or kerosene. Occasionally there is 
sufficient gasoline for tlie ordinary lev- 
el road, hut not enough for an unex- 
pected hill. 

In this ease the principle of pressure 
feed can be applied. Screw the cup 
down tight on the gasoline tank and 
then sharpen a match to lit the venti- 
lating hole in flu 1 cap. Iilow into this 
hole as hard as possible and immedi- 
ately plug with a sharpened match. 
Fsuall.v this will enable the driver to 
make the hill without further trouble. 
Hut if not In- cun turn tlie cur around 
und buck uphill.

on the major studies, as languages, math- 
ematics, etc., Is Increased by the addition 
of these other courses. 

Then the old timer goes on and says 
that “our schools are all sports and no 
work." Nothing to it! The social part 
of our schools, especially at our high 
school, under the present regime, Is one 
of the best features of the school system. 
The days when a pupil goes to school to 
pul his nose In a book and gets a rap on 
the kuuckles if he looks away from that 
book are over. Our students today arc 
being taught to prepare themselves to 
meet the world and Its duties, both so- 
cially and iu a business way, and as the 
records show, the eillciency and standing 
of tlie average pupil today, with Ids many 
interests is just as great as iu tlie days 
when “reading, writing and spelling’ 
were the chief concern of our school 
teachers aud the pupils. 


The revolving wheels of limenud Mass- 
chusetts’ system of doing things politi- 
cally makes it necessary to re-district the 
state for many of its oHIcers. The presi- 
dent of the Senate aud speaker of the 
House have appointed the customary com- 
mittees and a heavy contract is iD their 
hands. 

The committee's duty will be to lay out 
the eight councillor districts and the 40 
senatorial districts aud to apportion to 
each county as many representatives as It 
is entitled to on the basis of the last cen- 
sus figures. The country commissioners 
take the allottmeut of representative 
seats and divide the country Into districts 
except in Suffolk country, w here a special 
commission has been appointed to per- 
form that work. 

The senate is limited t<> 4o members of 
which Norfolk County has two, one iu the 
First district and oue iu the Second. We 
\ are iu the Hi st but sluce the last opportion- 
meut, Hyde l'ark with 3,302 votes has 
gone out of it w hich may result in a re- 
arrangement of tlie town aud one city, 
ijuiucy, iu tlie country. 

The House of Representatives is also 
limited iu its membership an>l however 
much we may grow , 240 roust be tlie mem- 
bership and iu tlie uaiure of the case, 
every member at each re-dislrlctiug will 
represent a larger coustltuaucy. 

We have 12 representative districts aud 
under the la-t arrangement, 13 tepresent 
latives. Brookline has two iu oue dis- 
trict, and ipiiucy lias two but they repre- 
sent tw o districts The other districts, 
although there are a number of towns in 
several of them, are represented by a sin- 
gle member . 

Weymouth i» the largest single town iu 
; the county aud alone may, as it uuw is, 
be eutltled to a larger represent atlou but 
1 eau hardly be expected to receive tw o ami 
hence may be doubled up with - nne smal- 
ler tow u, aud if so. will it be Braiutree 
again or will It lie Hulbr** >k or Randolph

UNTACTFUL ADAMS 


The Pathetic Unpopularity of Out 
Second President. 

HE WAS VAIN AND GLAD OF IT 


Then, Too, He Had an Obstinate Per- 
sonality That Endowed Him With a 

Positive Genius For Putting Himself 

In the Worst Possible Light. 

The choleric John Adams hnd boon 
president fotgBtiorc than two years, but. 
as long as Washington lived the conn 
try refused to look upon any one else 
as Its real head. 

The way or the transgressor may be 
hard indeed, but It Is a path of roses 
compnred with the thorny road the suc- 
cessor to a popular Idol must tread, mid 
when one reads the frankly expressed 
opinion of Adams' party friends and 
party enemies one’s sympathies go out 
to the man upon whom Washington's 
presidential mantle fell. 

“Ills superfluous highness” was the 
title the opposition hnd suggested for 
ldm in the days when discussion raged 
ns to what the high officials of the gov- 
ernment were to be called. He had 
great, learning, great patriotism and an 
unquenchable spirit, but overlying and 
enveloping them nil was a positive 
genius for doing and saying untnetful 
things, for appearing at the worst pos- 
sible advantage. 

A member of his cabinet once said 
of him thnt whether he was "sportful, 
playful, witty, kind, cold, drunk, sober, 
angry, easy, stKT, Jealous, careless, cau- 
tious, coulidcnt, close or open" lie was 
“almost always so in the wrong place 
and with the wrong person." 

The kindly Frnnklln characterized 
him as “always honest, sometimes 
great, but often mud.” One less genial 
remarked that even in his soberest 
moments Adams was "the greatest 
marplot iu nature." And John Knu- 
dolph of Ilonuoke, whose tongue added 
the poison of ridicule to the bitterness 
of gall, called him "that political Mnl- 
vollo." 

Adams thought Washington's talents 
overrated and on becoming president 
iu Ids turn was ambitious to make a 
record brilliant enough to overshadow 
him. It was certainly no easy task, 
even without the handicap of Adams' 
obstinate personality. 

He knew that he was vain. "Thank 
God 1 am so!" he exclaimed. “Vanity 
Is the cordial drop which makes the 
bitter cup of life go down." But It 
hnd its lingering after taste, and Justly 
proud of his record— having, as one 
of his biographers puts it, "stepped 
from ids little country law office and 
proved himself a match for the diplo- 
mats of Europe”— Adams resented the 
narrow margin by which he had been 
elected, calling himself with some bit- 
terness “the president of three votes 
only.” 

A vice president can be removed by 
nothing short of crime or physical in- 
capacity, and Jefferson remained, an 
ever present and irritating thorn in 
Adams' side. Adams had found it 
hard (o learn and accept the passive 
role demanded liy the office, and ho evi- 
dently took some satisfaction iu im- 
pressing Hie same uncongenial lessons 
upon Ids successor. 

Jefferson asserted that lie was never 
consulted upon any question of govern- 
ment after Adams had been two days 
in power. And he did not make the 
charge in the humorous mood of a 
later incumbent, who used to declare 
that his chief had asked bis advico 
only once and thnt was about the 
wording of a Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion. 

"I believe he always liked me.” Ad- 
ams admitted in a retrospect of his 
long career, "but lie detested Hamilton 
and iny whole administration. Then, 
lie wished to be president of’tlic Unit- 
ed States, and I stood in Ills way. So 
lie did everything that he could to pull 
mo down. But if I should quarrel 
with him for that I might quarrel with 
every one I had anything to do with 
in life. • • * Did you ever hear the 
lines: 

“I lovo my frleiul as well us you, 

But why should he obstruct my view? 
vi forgive my enemies and hope they 
may tlml mercy in heaven,"— “Our Na- 
tion lu the Building, " by Helen Nico- 
lny, iu Century Magazine.
